Infectious  Disease 
Measles 


The  year  began  quietly  but  in  October  cases  of  measles  were 
notified  in  the  Emneth  area.  Most  of  the  early  cases  were  below 
school  age  though  one  of  the  victims  was  sixty  five.  The  infection 
spread  rapidly  to  Outwell  and  to  West  Walton.  By  December 
Terrington  vms  affected.  At  the  end  of  the  year  notifications  were 
still  heavy.

Five  new  cases  of  pnlmnmry  tuberculosis  were  notified® 

Those  known  cases  entered  the  district  during  the  year®  One  case 
of  tuberculosis  of  neck  glands  was  notified®  The  source  of  this 
infection  could  not  he  traced. 

In  i960  the  report  prepared  by  the  Standing  Tuberculosis 
Advisory  Committee  was  published®  Part  of  the  report  described 
changes  which  have  occurred  in  the  number  of  cases  discovered  in 
different  age  groups  during  the  last  decade®  Notifications  for 
older  men  remain  high  compared  with  those  for  young  men,  women  of 
all  ages  and  children®  These  older  men  remain  the  infector  pool 
for  the  community®  Many  have  a  chronic  form  of  the  illness  which 
is  not  always  disabling  but  is  very  infectious  to  others® 
Notifications  for  young  adults  have  fallen  considerably  in  the  last 
ten  years  and  a  further  reduction  is  expected  in  the  future  as  a 
result  of  the  vaccination  of  school  leavers® 

Anthrax

In  1947  the  Minister  of  Labour  set  up  a  Committee  to  enquire 
into  methods  existing  for  the  control  of  anthrax®  The  Committee 
examined  various  industries  in  which  anthrax  is  likely  to  occur  and 
noted  that  there  had  been  no  reduction  in  cases  of  external 
anthrax  among  those  who  handle  hides  and  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  among  those  who  handle  bones  and  bone  meal®  The  Committee 
recommended  among  other  things  that  anthrax  should  be  notifiable 
under  the  Public  Health  Act®  Anthrax  became  a  notifiable  disease 
in  the  Public  Health  (infectious  Disease)  Amendment  Regulations 
of  i960®

WATER  SUPPLY 


I  am  pleased to  report  that  the  year  showed  great  progress 
in  obtaining  an  almost  1 0O/o  piped  supply  to  domestic  properties.

in  the  Country  to  achieve  this  position 


The  mains  are  controlled  by  the  Wisbech  Water  Board  and 
my  Department  is  grateful  to  the  Engineer  and  his  Staff  for 
tlieir  co-operation  in  all  matters  and  especially  for  the 
efficiency  shown  in  the  maintenance  of  a  sufficient  and  pure 
supply  for  the  domestic  and  trade  purposes. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Although  it  can  be  said  that  the  district  is  very  well 
supplied  with  piped  water  the  problem  of  disposal  of  waste 
water  is  constantly  with  us.  The  statistics  over  the  past  nine 
years  still  have  an  upward  trend,  especially  when  it  is  pointed 
out  that  the  original  cesspool  emptying  vehicle  is  still 
employed  regularly  by  the  Councils  Housing  Department,  and  the 
work  carried  out  by  this  vehicle  is  not  recorded  in  this  report. 
The  problems  in  the  larger  villages  still  exist  and  are  likely 
to  do  so  until  an  efficient  water  carriage  system  for  sewage 
and  its  ultimate  disposal  is  providedo 


The  Ministryfs  scheme  for  residential  property  improvement 
have  largely  added  to  the  difficulties  cf  disposal  and  the 
erection  of  so  many  new  properties  by  private  enterprise  will 
undoubtedly  bring  more  work  to  bear  on  the  Department.

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RIVER  POLLUTION  PREVENTION  ACTS. 


The  District  continued  to  “be  covered  by  the  River  Boards 
of  the  Nene  and  Ouse  and  also  hy  the  two  main  Internal 
Drainage  Boards  of  the  Marshland  Pen  and  West  of  Ouse,  together 
with  the  Middle  Level  Commission.  The  Boards  are  still 
concerned  about  the  pollution  caused  to  dykes  hy  inefficient 
drainage,  hut  this  is  likely  to  continue  until  major  sewage 
disposal  schemes  are  commenced  and  completed. 

FRUIT  PICKERS  QUARTERS  AMD  SEASONAL  WORKERS 

The  district  continues  to  attract  seasonal  agricultural 
workers  and  the  accommodation  problem  is  mainly  solved  hy 
caravans.  The  National  Union  of  Students  also  supply  labour 
to  the  larger  farm  units  and  the  Department  continues  to  keep 
close  contact  in  all  cases.  There  were  several  problems  during 
the  year  but  eventually  these  were  solved  and  I  am  satisfied 
that  a  reasonable  state  of  cleanliness  was  maintained.  In  my 
opinion  perodic  visits  to  camps  and  caravans  can  do  a  lot  to 
maintain  cleanliness.  I  realise  that  this  causal  labour  in 
this  highly  productive  agricultural  area  is  essential  but  it  is 
also  essential  that  the  persons  requiring  such  labour  should 
make  proper  provision  for  them.  The  problems  in  the  sphere 
are  mainly  caused  by  local  fruit  growers  who  accept  the 
undesirable  type  or  do  not  provide  reasonable  sanitary  amenities 
for  the  labour  required.

No  rodent  operator  is  employed  hy  tiio  ouuuci.i  *  There  were 
no  heavy  infestations  reported*  The  Department  maintained  a 
constant  watch  over  Refuse  Tips  and  "baiting  continued  regularly* 
Advice  was  given  to  various  persons  reporting  infestations  and 
in  some  cases  help  was  given  by  the  Department  in  controlling 
infestation  on  premises*

The  Council  continued  to  operate  a  fortnightly  kerbside 
collection  throughout  the  district.  Some  complaints  have  "been 
received,  mainly  from  the  Glenchwarton  area,  hut  upon 
investigation  have  found  to  he  mainly  unjustified* 


Negotiations  were  commenced  with  the  Ministry  hy  your  Clerk 
to  acquire  the  abandoned  Wisbech  Canal  for  Tipping  purposes* 
Should  this  he  done  the  problem  of  tipping  space  throughout  the 
district  will  he  solved  for  a  number  of  years  and  it  may  he  found 
possible  to  improve  the  service  to  the  district. 


93  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  during  the  year  for 
inspection  under  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations.  One  food  shop 
was  closed  hy  negotiations  with  the  owner  owing  to  unsuitability 
for  open  food* 

46  samples  of  ice-cream  and  lollies  were  taken  during  the 
year  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacterial
